MICHAEL SCANLON DEAD. 

Montreal, Oct. 21.-^MIcheal Scanlon, 
onj of the best known shipping men 
of the port of Montreal, is dead, aged 
67.' For half a century Mr. Scanlon was 
connected with the export and import 
ti'fde of the country.
